HOW TO KILL POULTRY. 

Unsightly Product I* Caused by In- 
complct. Removal ef Blood 

"Grasp the chicken, when killing, by 
the bony |mrt of the skull Do not let 
the Bugers touch the neck. Make S 
small cut with a small, sharp pointed 
knife on the right side of the roof of 
the chicken a mouth. Just where the 
hones of the skull end. Itraln for dry 
picking by thrusting the knife tbrougb 
the groove which runs along the middle 
line of the roof of the moutb until It 
toochea the skull midway between the 
eyes, t'se s knife which Is not more 
than two Inches long, one fourth Incb 
wide, with s thin, flat handle, s sharp 
point and a atralght cutting edge." 

The above Instructions on the proper 
methods of killing poultry were Imued 
by the department of sgrlculture.
